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Man dead and two injured after ASS crash 


ONE man has died and a further two injured in a 
collision involving three vans near Bridport. 

The accident happened at around 6pm on Monday (Au¬ 
gust 19th) on the A3 5 near Woodlands Farm - also known 
as The Traveller’s Rest - two-and-a-half miles east of 
Bridport. 

Dorset Police reported that one of the drivers - a 49-

year-old man from the Cleveland area - died at the scene. 
He was driving a white Iveco van signed with the busi¬ 
ness ‘Express Blinds’. 

A second driver - a 32-year-old 
from Bournemouth at the wheel of a 
white Ford Transit decorated with 
‘Drain Doctor’ - was airlifted to 
Southampton General Hospital by the 
Air Ambulance. 

His injuries were described as seri¬ 
ous, but not life-threatening. 

The driver of a silver Volkswagen 
Transporter was also hurt in the inci¬ 
dent. He was taken by ambulance to 
Dorset County Hospital with minor 
injuries. 

The incident was tackled by three 
fire crews - one each from Bridport, 
Dorchester and Charmouth - the last

of which stood in for a Bridport crew already fighting a 
bam fire in the Weymouth area. 

The crews used hydraulic equipment to free the driver 
of the Ford Transit before handing him over to the air am¬ 
bulance. 

The incident caused widespread mayhem in the area 
with the A35 closed at the scene in both directions for 
hours. 

Traffic was disrupted from Bridport to Dorchester’s 
Monkey’s Jump roundabout as traffic was forced to use 
the coast road between the two towns while police car¬ 
ried out investigations and carried out road cleaning. 

The work continued through the night with the road fi¬ 
nally reopening at around 5:30am Tuesday morning. 

For traffic heading towards Bridport, the location near 
Woodlands Farm is shortly after a dual carriageway ends 
and at the bottom of a hill. 

Dorset Police described the incident as “tragic”. 

A spokesperson said: “Witnesses to the collision or the 
manner of the driving of any of the vehicles prior to the 
collision should contact PC Rhys Griffiths of Traffic Po¬ 
lice at Weymouth on 101.”

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Magna concern over'bedroom tax' 


DORSET’S main 
provider of affordable 
housing is warning that 
changes to benefits 
brought in this year have 
left many residents strug¬ 
gling to keep up with rent 
payments. 

Magna Housing’s In¬ 
come Manager, Colette 
McKenny, revealed the 
scale of a problem which 
has left many residents 
falling behind on their 


rent. 

Mrs McKenny high¬ 
lighted two benefits re¬ 
forms pushed through by 
the coalition government 
which have hit some peo¬ 
ple with a double 
whammy of having to 
pay an under-occupancy 
penalty and facing re¬ 
duced help with council 
tax bills. 

Often referred to as the 
‘bedroom tax’ the under-

occupancy penalty pe¬ 
nalises residents in social 
housing with unoccupied 
rooms in their houses, 
forcing them to cough up 
and extra £20 a week or 
move to smaller prem¬ 
ises. 

Mrs McKenny said: 
“With the under-occu¬ 
pancy penalty there is an 
element of people who 
can move or swap but 
there are some who do 
not want to for a variety 
of reasons. 

“Moving might mean 
leaving behind a support 
network - parents, family 
or friends who help with 
childcare, advice and 
other day-to-day matters. 

“Or moving just down 
the road could mean 
being in a new catchment

area for their school, 
meaning they have to pay 
for transport or change 
schools, which is disrup¬ 
tive for the children.” 

The penalty coincides 
with reforms to council 
tax relief brought in on 
April 1st which saw peo¬ 
ple on benefits paying 
some of their council tax 
bill themselves - often 
for the first time. 

Mrs McKenny claims 
some residents are hav¬ 
ing to find an extra £20 
plus a week on a budget 
that has changed little 
from the previous year. 

She said: “We are find¬ 
ing roughly a third of res¬ 
idents appear to be 
managing with the in¬ 
crease - but you have to 
ask how are they manag¬ 
ing? How has it affected 
their private lives? How 
are they affording food? 

“Then there is a third 
who were struggling be¬ 
fore the changes - their 
situation has become 
worse. 

“The final third are 
those who were not 
struggling before but 
who are now.” 

Mrs McKenny believes 
that more than 400 resi¬ 


dents across the county 
are affected. 

In order to keep rent 
coming in - and to pre¬ 
vent residents from sink¬ 
ing further into financial 
trouble - Mrs McKenny 
already has two Money 
Matters staff going door 
to door to help residents 
cope with the changes. 

Helping them in their 
task has been volunteer 
and Magna resident Lyn 
Coombe, offering advice 
and knowledge from a 
wealth of experience 
managing rent and budg¬ 
ets, 

Mrs McKenny said: 
“Lyn is a big help and 
works very well as an ad¬ 
visor. She has been in¬ 
volved a long time and 
understands the need to 
pay rent. 

“She understands from 
the coalface the issues 
people are dealing with.” 

Mrs McKenny contin¬ 
ued: “If tenants are strug¬ 
gling, if they talk to us 
we can provide support. 
But if they don’t talk to 
us we can’t help. 

“I would encourage 
people struggling to pay 
rent to talk to us so we 
can point them in the 


New £54,000 sports 
facility to be built 
next to St Mary's field 


A £54,000 sports facility is to be built 
next to St Mary's Field in Bridport. 

Bridport Town Council (BTC) con¬ 
firmed the new multi-use games area 
is coming to the town after the project 
was awarded a huge cash boost from 
Sport England. 

The new facility will be built on land 
adjacent to Bridport Football Club at 
St Mary's Field on what was the old 
training area, and is reported to in¬ 
clude an all-weather artificial playing 
surface. 

BTC is one of 38 local organisations 
across the country to share in a 
£1.6million handout from Sport Eng¬ 
land with £27,500 awarded for the de¬ 
velopment. 

The investment comes from Sport 
England's Inspired Facilities Olympic 
and Paralympic legacy fund. 

The multi-use games area project in 
Bridport has been developed by BTC 
with the support of a number of part¬ 
ners including the Bridport Football 
Partnership, Bridport Football Club, St 
Mary's School and children's centre, 
local clubs. West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil and the Bridport Area Youth Coun¬ 
cil. 

The facility will be available for use 


by local clubs, schools and the public. 

The total costs of the project will be 
over £54,000 and the grant awarded 
by Sport England is for £27,500 with 
other funding earmarked for the proj¬ 
ect from the town council. Section 106 
funding held by West Dorset District 
Council and from funds raised by 
clubs. 

Councillor Sarah Williams, Leader of 
the BTC said: "This is great news and I 
am very pleased that Sport England 
have agreed to provide this support, 
which will now enable this project to 
proceed. 

"This has been a long standing aspi¬ 
ration of the town council and one of 
the priority projects in our town plan. 

"The provision of a multi-use games 
area in the town centre is something 
that young people have raised with 
the town council on many occasions, 
including through the youth council, 
and we look forward to providing this 
exciting new facility." 

BTC Surveyor Daryl Chambers 
added: "This is part of a package we 
have put together with WDDC and 
other partners and we are really 
pleased to have the opportunity to re¬ 
vamp this area."

A BEAMINSTER resident is hop¬ 
ing to raise more money than ever 
this weekend when he opens his 
garden to the public.

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The importance of exercise as you get older 


PHYSICAL activity and exercise can help you stay 
healthy, energetic and independent as you get older. 
Adults aged 65 and over spend on average 10 hours 
or more each day sitting or lying down. This makes 
them the most sedentary age group. They're paying 
a high price for their inactivity, with higher rates of 
falls, obesity, heart disease and early death com¬ 
pared with the general population. As you get older, 
it's even more important that you remain active if 
you want to stay healthy and maintain your inde¬ 
pendence. If you don't stay active, all the things 
you've always enjoyed doing and taken for granted 
start to become that little bit harder. You may strug¬ 
gle to pursue simple pleasures, such as playing with 
the grandchildren, walking to the shops, leisure ac¬ 
tivities and meeting up with friends. You might start 
to get aches and pains that you never had before, and 
have less energy to go out. You may also be more vul¬ 
nerable to falling. This can all lead to being less able 
to look after yourself and do the things you enjoy. 

Strong evidence 

There's strong scientific evidence that people who 
are active have a lower risk of heart disease, stroke, 
type 2 diabetes, some cancers, depression and de¬ 
mentia. 

What doesn’t count? 

Daily chores such as shopping, cooldng or house¬ 
work don't count towards your 150 minutes because 
the effort isn't hard enough to increase your heart 
rate. 

If you want to stay pain-free, reduce your risk of 
mental illness, and be able to go out and stay inde¬ 
pendent well into old age, you need to keep moving. 
It's that simple. There are lots of ways you can get ac¬ 




tive, and it's not just about exercising. Most people 
as they get older want to keep in touch with society - 
their community, friends and neighbours - and 
being active is a way to ensure that they can keep 
doing that. 

What is physical activity? 

Physical activity is anything that gets your body 
moving. It can include anything from walking to 
recreational sport. 

The first thing to bear in mind as you get older is to 
keep moving. On a basic level, that means making 
sure you don't spend hours on end sitting down dur¬ 
ing the day. This means avoiding long periods of TV 
viewing, computer use, driving, and sitting to read, 
talk or listen to music. While some activity is better 
than none at all, to get the maximum health benefit, 
you should aim to do at least 150 minutes (2 hours 
and 30 minutes) of moderate-intensity aerobic activ¬ 
ity every week. Aim to do something every day, 
preferably in bouts of 10 minutes of activity or more. 
The more you do, the greater the health gains. One 
way of achieving your weekly physical activity target 
is to do 30 minutes on at least five days a week. 

On at least two days a week, activities should in¬ 
clude those that strengthen muscles and bones, such 
as weight training, carrying heavy loads and heavy 
gardening. 

Examples of moderate-intensity aerobic activities 
include: 
walking fast 
doing water aerobics 

riding a bike on level ground or with few hills 
playing doubles tennis 
pushing a lawn mower

Born in Bristol, Dicks started his football career with 
Birmingham City for whom he made 89 appearances 
between 1985 and 1988. 

He was transferred to West Ham United for a fee of 
£300,000 in 1988 in and went on to play 159 games for 
the Hammers and scored 29 goals, captaining the side 
at the age of 23, before Graeme Souness took him to 
Liverpool in 1993. 

The move to Anfield was not a successful one for Dicks 
(although he was the last player to score in front of the 
standing kop end) and he returned to Upton Park a year 
later, staying at the club until 1999, having made a fur¬ 
ther 103 appearance and scoring another 21 goals, 
many of them penalties. 

Dicks played for England Under 21s and the England 
B team but never got a full international cap. 

After retiring from first class football Dicks tried his 
hand at managing with WivenhoeTown and Grays Ath¬ 
letic and also became a professional golfer but had to 
give this up because of a knee injury. 

Dicks is now a respected and much-in-demand coach 
and will be taking a session for the Lyme Regis Youth 
section players on the Anning Road playing field on the 
morning of Saturday, September 7th for a fee of £5 per 
player, which will include a signed certificate and a tro¬ 
phy for the most promising youngster. 

At the sporting dinner, Dicks will be interviewed by 
Tony MacDonald, editor of the West Ham United retro 
magazine EX, to be followed by a question and answer 
session.
